action for damages-for loss of an eye 
brought by Peter: Smolik. a former 
worker in Walter's .mill, against the 
proprietor of {he sawmill. 
, While working ona lathe saw in the 
* mill, in July of last year, Smolik was 
xtruck by a flying piece of timber, and 
his left eye tolally destroyed. He en- 
tered: action for»:damages ‘under the 
“common faweand under the terms of 
‘the workmen's ‘compensation act of 
Alberta, claiming, $2,000 general 
damages, $2 a day, wages from the 
date of the accident until the time 
when he is able‘to go to work again 
together with doctor's . and hospital 
tees, The. plaintiff alleged that the 
rccident was due to carelessness and 
negligence of (he defendant in not pro- 
viding proper protection of the lathe. 
Mr. Justice Stuart held that the proper 
precautions had been taken to as far as 
possible ensure safety.

Street Railway Department Pre- 
paring for Big Increase 
in Business. 


WILL CARRY FORTY-FIVE 
THOUSAND BY FAIR TIME 


Number of Cars for Active Opera- 
tion to Be Augmented in Near 
Future—Special Schedules Will 
Be Adopted. 


That the street rajiway department 
Will be in a position to handle at least 
45,000 persons per day by fair time 
was the statement made to a Capital 
representative by Superintendent 
Knight yesterday afternoon. Last year 
the biggest day's receipts showed that 
over 20,000 passengers had been car- 
ricd in one day, a record up to that 
time. Now, with eighteen cars in ac- 
tual operation, the department records 
show that from twelve to fourteen 
thousand passengers are carried every 
day in the week, with the exceptions of 
Saturdays, when the figures run from 
{7,000 to 18,000 passengers per twen- 
ty-four hours. 

By fair time the department will 
have on hand at least thirty-one cars 
and of this number at least twenty- 
eight will be in actual operation every 
day. Special schedules will be brought 
into effect to expedite the transference 
of passengers to and from the grounds,

Alderman MekKinley announced that 
if it eould be shown that two more 
commissioners were needed he would 
vote for their appointment.

Alderman Gowan stated that in 
his opinion more commissioners were 
even: doing the work that they were 
supposed to do, 

As proof of this he gave a number 
of instances where if there had been 
proper supervision of the different de- 
partments a vast change in the ean- 
dition of the eity would have been the 
resuit.

The city council hurled a good-sized 
bomb shell into the civic arena last ev- 
enign when resolutions submitted by 
Aldermen Lundy and MelInnis, prefer- 
ring definite charges against Commis- 
sioners Bouillon and Butchart, ere 
endorsed and the date on which the 
council, sitting as a committee of in- 
vestigation, will probe the case to the 
bottom, 

The commissioners have until noon 
on Saturday to file their defence with 
the secretary-treasurer and on Monday 
at ten o'clock the council will meet for 
the opening session of the trial, If 
was agreed thut should the commis- 
sioners ask for an extension of time to 
prepare answers to the charges that 
such would be given them. Alderman 
Hyndman contended that five days was 
not long enough in which to prepare a 
defense, which brought a retort from 
Alderman Grindley to the effeet that 
there was no question but what the 
utilities commissioner would hang on 
to his $10,000 salary as long as pos- 
sible. Alderman Melkinley endorsed 
everything that Alderman Hyndman 
said and when the volte to decide when 
the trial should open was taken the lat- 
ter introduced an amendment giving 
the commissioners until the 27th of 
May to file their defences. The amend- 
ment was lost, however, by a vote of 
five to two and the council as a com- 
mittee will meet next Monday at ten 
o'clock, 

Three distinct charges subdivided in- 
lo thirteen separate charges were pre- 
ferred against the utilities commission- 
er, he being charged with ; 

(1) Misleading statements or mis- 
representation to the city council. 

(2) Lack of business ability.

able stress is laid upon the fact that

Commissioner’ .Butchart is charged 
with aiding and endorsing everything 
that the utilities commissioner propos- 
ed, knowing at the time that such was 
absolutely unworkable and untrue. 

The aldermen were unanimously 
agreed that now that formal charges 
had been preferred, the trial should 
go through to a finish, Alderman Hynd- 
man attempted to throw a scare into 
the majority of the council by asking 
that the charges be tabled until the 
next regular meeting, as there was a 
possibility that he nmught want to 
lay some charges against the commis- 
sioner, Alderman Hyndman also regis- 
tered a protest against the trial being 
held on Monday next, stating that in- 
asmuch as in a court of law the de- 
fendant had twenty days in which to 
file an appearance and six days after 
that in which to file his defense, that 
the time was too short. Alderman 
Grindley did not consider the two cases 
paralel, He was confident the utilities 
commissioner would stay in office for 
years if he could do so by any legal 
technicality. “He'll never get my sup- 
port if he tries anything like that,” was 
Alderman Hyndman's comment, The 
latter remarked caustically that a 
few weeks ago thirty odd charges were 
aid and asked why more were not pre- 
ferred at this time. “You can get more 
if you want them,” replied Alderman 
Grindley.

Those preferred against Com- 
missioner Butehort are practically the 
same, With the exception that the — fi- 
nance commissioner is not charged 
with having any original ideas, but 
only with endorsing everything Com- 
missioner Bouillon proposed, knowing 
that the same was untrue.

Sentlemen,—- 

I beg to herewith present to you 
certain charges or complaints against 
Mr. A. VY. Bouillon, one of the Com- 
misisoners of the City of Edmonton, 
and would ask you to entertain and 
hear the matter referred to at as early 
a date as possible. : 

These complaints may be consider- 
ed under the following heads: 

(a) Misleading statements or mis- 
representations made to the council; 

(b) Lack of executive ability; 

(c) General course of conduct lead- 
ing to lack of harmony between the 
Commissioners and the various depart- 
ments. 

Particulars 

(a) Misleading statements or mis- 
representations made to the council: 

4. At a meeting of the council in 
committee to consider estimates for 
4944, the over expenditure on capital 
account of some $26,000.00 in the 
power department during 1910 was 
excused by Mr. Bouillon and his fel- 
low commissioner, Mr. Butehart, on 
the grounds that he, Mr. Bouillon, had 
requested the power house superinten- 
dent on several occasions to furnish 
a financial statement concerning the 
power department, which statement 
Superintendent McNaughton had re- 
fused to give, and therefore, he, Mr. 
Commisisoner Bouillon, was not able 
to make any statement in reference to 
the finances of the power house de- 
partment, further than that Mr. Me- 
Naughton always stated ‘there was 
plenty of money.” The fact being, 
however, that the only request made 
by the commissioners for any such 
statement was on the 20th of June, 
1910, and was complicd with on the 
goth of June, 1910.

(b) Lack of business ability: 

4. The commisisoners approved of 
plans of a market building and scales 
and had the same constructed, with 
the result that when partically com- 
pleted the scales were found to be not 
of a right size and the heating system 
of the building was defective and the 
lavatory acommodation unsanitary and 
practically useless, and that at an in- 
creased cost the foundations of the 
building were partially rebuilt, the 
scales had to be enlarged and different 
scales purchased, As a result of the 
faulty construction the city has been 
put to considerable additional expense,

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Council Should 
Leave No Loophole 
In Investigation 


Having spent three months in wrangling with Commissioner 
Bouillon: the city council has finally got down to the place where 
they lay definite charges and undertake to carry out an investiga- 
tion on three counts, misrepresentations to the council, lack of busi- 
ness ability and conduct leading to lack of harmony among civic 
employees, 

The Capital has all along contended that such an investigation, 
the court to the contrary notwithstanding, was uncalled for and un- 
necessary, the mere fact that the council, which is the body elected 
to represent the ratepayers, having concluded that a civic employee 


is not the man for the job being sufficient reason for a change in the| 


personnel of the city’s staff. 

However, as the court has interpreted the charter to mean that 
an employee of the city has a proprietory right in employment 
which an employee of a private corporation has not, the course taken 
by the council is the only course open to it under the ruling of: the 
court. 

Of the charges laid, the first, which is easiest of proof, is least in 
importance, while the last, which is most important, is scarcely sus- 


_ ceptible of proof at all. 


To prove, for instance, that Mr. Bouillon received some certain 
report and that he failed to show the report to the mayor and council 
does not really amount to much» providing always that the report it- 


self does not amountt o much, providing the report itself did not! 


amount to much, or covered something which has 
already been decided. To wit, the incident of the street railway 
track on Sutherland from First to Namayo. In this case it might 
easily be shown that the street railway superintendent reported un- 
favorably to this connection and it might easily be shown that the 
commissioners pigeonholed the report, but it might also be shown 
that it had been decided by a former council or former commission 
.meeting to build this piece of track and that the construction was 
therefore a part of the city’s programme already accepted and al- 
ready beyond the place where reports affected it. 

On the other hand, when the council comes to proving that Mr. 
Bouillon has wrecked the esperit de corps of the city’s staff of em- 
ployees it has a very difficult job on its hands, owing to the fact that 
the mental processes of neither the commissioner nor the superinten- 
dents can be laid on the table for analysis and no examination could 
show the ramifications or the cost of the feeling of uneasiness, 
insouiscance and discontent which undoubtedly prevails from the 
top right down to the motor men and the laborers on the city work. 

As for the question of mismanagement, the proof is likely to be 
largely prefunctory. It is a matter of common knowledge that 
Commissioner Bouillon has not shown the business ability nor the 
organizing ability that the city had a right to expect from its $10,000 
man. Certainly the items mentioned are easy of proof and are by no 
means complete, the one omitted item of the street railway manage- 
ment in which the city was loaded up with the capital charge for 
months of the east and west end branches while the rails lay under 
the snow being sufficient to show that Mr. Bouillon either did not 
rise to the occasion or that he was careless of whether the city’s 
street railway enterprise was wrecked by an overload of fixed 
charges or not. 

When the council investigates it is to be hoped that it will leave 
no loopholes by which the matter can be carried again to the courts 
and the final disposition of the case delayed, for it is certain that the | 
loss to the city has already been greater than could be estimated in|} 
dollars and cents, and a continuance of the present unsatisfactory | 
conditions would certainly lead to a very decided crippling of the 
city’s municipal enterprises and activities. 

As for the outcome of the investigation, it is scarcely possible | 
that even Mr. Bouillon himself looks for any other finale than that 
his connection with the city will terminate with the report of the 
investigation.

in very humble quarters to the present 
day when the city boasts of the most 
up-to-date school buildings to be 
found everywhere in the Dominion. 

Dr. Dyde who was the next to speak 
said that he knew of no other city in! 
the Dominion that had erected a high| 
school building better equipped or 
more beautifully designed than the one 
whose opening was being celebrated. 
He spoke of having held the opinion 
before coming to Edmonton that in 
reaching a point this far north and 
west in the Prairie provinces he would 
be getting very near the “terminus”; 
in the matter of civilization, but he 
found on his arrival that citizens at 
Edmonton regarded the city not as the 
end of the line but as the gateway to 
a greater country in the north. He 
found the expression ‘The Gateway 
City” applied to Edmonton by men high 
up in government circles.

This is an in- 
crease of over 19,000 on the figures 
for March, when 18,000 imimgrants 
were brought through.

“ft have plenty of work to do, the 
city’s business, without going into this 
question at all,’ said the commissioner.

DEMONSTRATION FAMS TO BE 
ESTABLISHED IN THE PROVINCE 


(Continued from Page One.) 


At 44 o’clock this morning Hon. 
Duncan Marshall unrolled before the 
hewspapermen a map of the province 
upon which was indicated the location 
of the provincial farms and the Do- 
minion experimental stations, These 
are at Lethbridge and Lacombe, and 
for this reason, the provincial farms 
are located at a considerable distance 
from these points. 

Inclusive of the Dominion farms and 
the farm established by the C, P. Th. at 
Strathmore, there are now either es- 
tablished or projected in portions of 
Alberta accessible by railway and 
thickly settled, ten experimental and 
demonstration farms. 

Building will be started immediate- 
ly, according to the announcement of 
the minister of agriculture this morn- 
ing, and two or three of the farms 
will be under way at once. The farm 
at Medicine Hat, established for the 
purpose of demonstrating the sys- 
tem of soil culture advocated by Prof, 
Campbell, was established a year ago, 
and this year, fifty acres of crop have 
been put in, 

When first announcing the plan of 
demonstration farms the minister of 
agriculture stated that it was his in- 
tention, if possible, to purchase raw 
land, and to locate these farms as near 
as possible to a town so that they 
would be easy of access from a railway. 
station either to students to short 
course schools, or to parties wishing 
to visit the farms, and he has been able 
to carry. this’ ‘policy out almost ab- 
solutely: “Only one of the farms is not 
altogether raw prairie, and all of the 
farms with one exception are located 
practically upon part of the townsite 
of the towns which they are near. 

It was also announced that these 
farms should be located in the province 
according to the geography. of the 
country with a view to having them 
represent the different character of. soil 
and climate as far as possible. Clares- 
holm, Olds, Stony Plain and Atha- 
baseca Landing farms are almost im a 
line from north to south of the pro- 
vince. By rail the Olds farm is about 
140 miles north of Claresholm, the 
Stony Plain farm about 155 miles from 
Olds, and the Athabasca Landing farm 
about 130 miles from Stony Plain. The 
Vermilion farm is about 150 miles east 
of the Stony Plain farm, and the Sedge- 
Wick farm is about 100 miles from the 
Vermilion farm by the nearest railroad, 
which is via the Vegreville-Camrose 
branch of the Canadian Northern Rail- 
way. The Medicine Hat farm is about 
{60 miles by rail from the Claresholm 
farm, The only blank being left is be- 
tween Sedgwick and Medicine Hat, 
Which by an air line would be approxi- 
mately 200 miles, but as this country 
down -toward the Red Deer has. only 
been recently homesteaded and is com- 
-paratively new, and the: railroads are 
under construction, there is ample time 
yet for either the Dominion of Provin- 
cial. governments to locate a farm in 
this section, It will be noticed that the 
other three largest distances between 
farms are between Medicine Hat and 
Claresho!m, between. Claresholm and 
Olds, and between Olds and Stony

Dry Farming Methods 

Medicine Hat will be operated, as has 
already been stated, as a dry farm. The 
farm at Claresholm will also have to 
be operated along dry farming lines, 
though conditions of soil and moisture 
are quite different there from Medicine 
Hat. These two farms may be said to 
typify the country south of the main 
line of the Canadian Pacific Railway. 

At Olds the soil is deep and heavier, 
there is more moisture, grasses and 
forage crops are more easily produced, 
and entirely different farming condi- 
tions exist. 

At Sedgwick we have a different kind 
of soil. This may be termed one of the 
northern spring wheat distrjcts; and is 
entirely unlike the Olds country, 

* At Stony Plain we have land that is 
representative of the country west of 
Edmonton, and conditions of soil and 
moisture are again somewhat different, 

At Athabasca Landing we are going 
{00 miles north of Edmonton, and the 
farm will be located practically about 
400 miles from Montana boundary, and 
the government considered it impor- 
tant that af arm should be placed at 
least this far north, and this is proba- 
bly the most northerly point that will 
be reached by a railroad this year, 

Grain Growing Country 

At Vermilion we have land typical of 
a large streteh of grain growing coun- 
try, and while the land in that particu- 
far locality may bea little lighter than 
it is both east and west of it, it is very 
important to show what can be done 
with this kind of land when properly 
handled, . 

In placing the two farms east of the 
CG. & E. line there were four lines of 
railway upon whieh: they might be 
placed, the Canadian Northern, Grand 
Trunk Pacific, the Wetaskiwin branch 
and the Lacombe braneh of the Cana- 
dian Pacific Railway. As the Lacombe 
branch led direetly into the town of 
Lacombe where was loeated the Do- 
minion farm, it was decided to place 
the farm on the Wetaskiwin branch of 
the Canadian Pacific Railway, which 
then made it necessary to place the 
the other farm on the Ganadian 
Northern Railway, and the farm = at 
Stony Plain west will be on the Grand 
Trunk Pacific. 

Seven Selected 

It will be noticed that there are seven 
farms located instead of six as at first 
intended. This is accounted for by 
the fact that at Sedgwick the C.P.R. 
Land company, through Mr. J, S, Den- 
nis very generously donated the gov- 
ernment, a half section of land free for 
this purpose, and the minister of. the 


interior, Hon. Frank Oliver, agreed to plans, 


sell the government river lots amount- 
ing to 480 aeres at Athabasca Landing 
at the nominal price of $1 per acre, 
and as the Medicine Hat farm was ob- 
tained from the Dominion government 
upon similar reasonable terms, there 
were only four farms purchased, 

As the Dominion departinent of agri- 


Fort Simpson and Fort Smith, the pro- 
vince is pretty well covered for the 
present at least with experimental and 
demonstration farms. 
Erection of Buildings 

It is the intention of the department 
of agriculture to proceed at once with 
the erection of buildings, and Mr, Mar- 
shall leaves tonight for Medicine Hat to 
select a building site and have opera- 
tions begun on this farm. He states 
that it is his intention to erect the 
buildings, have the farms fenced and 
break from 100 ta 200 acres on each 
farm this summer which will be ready 
for crop next spring. Resident mana- 
gers Will not be placed on the farms 
until the first of next year as jit wili 
not be necessary to have these men 
in residence until the buildings are up 
and the breaking done. The work as 
carried on this summer will be under 
the direction of the minister himself 
and the other officials in his depart- 
ment, Mr. Craig, superintendent — of 
fairs, having left for Vermilion last 
night to look after some work on the 
farm there. Mr, F. W. Stevens, live 
stock commissioner, will also spend 
some of his time this summer in look- 
ing after work on the farms, and the 
entire fencing operations will be under 
the direction of Mr. A. W. Foley, poul- 
try superintendent, who for several 
years before coming west superintend- 
ed the ereetion of miles of fence for 
the Page Wire Fence Co. Mr. Mar- 
shall expects to appoint a general su- 
perintendent over all the farms very 
soon that the department may avail it- 
self of his advice and suggestions from 
the start. Plans have been completed 
for the horse and cattle barns, and 
are under way for the houses and other 
buildings,
